Discharged Executive 
GaveTestimony at Hear- 
ing That Differed From 
That of Wilburn. 


M. K. Cox, state highway engineer, 
around whose position controversy in 
the highway department has centered 
for many months, was discharged 
Thursday afternoon and was succeed- 
ed by Henry Newton, a construction 
engineer, the state highway board an- 
nounced Thursday night. 


No details were forthcoming from 
members of the highway board or from 
Cox Thursday night, but the action 
of the hoard was by no means a sur- 
prise to political observers. It was 
well known that Cox was not favored 
as highway engineer by the board ap- 
pointed by Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge. 

W. E. Wilburn, chairman of the 
hoard, made the announcement that 
Newton had succeeded Cox as engi- 
neer of the department but added that 
he bad “no statement to make“ when 
asked for details. Later he sail New- 
ton would make a “mighty fine en- 
gineer,” , 

Cox also declined to make a state- 
ment last night but said he had bees. 
expecting his dismissal for 14 months. 
He paid he was called into Wüburn's 
office late in the afternoon and dis- 
charged” without warning. He was 
told his services were at an end ef- 
fective with Thursday.

Wilburn, in testimony at the hear- 
ing, said the clause was written into 
the contracts before they were signed. 

Newton is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and has been con- 
nected with the highway department 
for 13 years. He served as division 
engineer in both Waycross and Louis- 
ville for more than three years each 
and for the past year has been in 
the department here with the title of 
construction engineer.

Peace in the embattled textile in- 
dustry was assured tonight when lead- 
ing mill owners agreed not to discrim- 
inate against strikers and to abide 
by the proposals of the Winant media-

Assurance that the industry would 
co-operate with President Roosevelt 
in promoting harmony between the 
workers and employers came in a 
statement issued by the cotton textile 
code authority. 

In promising to hold no resentment 
against strikers, the textile group 
stated only workers who did not en- 
gage in lawless violence” during the 
strike would be. re-employed, 

The code authority's position ‘was 
made known after the president had 
moved twice within 24 hours to 
silence a growing demand in tense 
mill areas that the strike be resumed 
in protest to alleged discrimination 
against those who joined the strike, 

Mr. Roosevelt's first move was to 
name the textile labor relations board 
which has supreme power to settle 
disputes between workers and mann- 
facturers. On this board last night 
he named Walter P. Stacy, chief jus- 
tice of the North Carolina supreme 
court; Admiral Henry A. Wiley, re- 
tired, Alabama, and James Mullen- 
bach, labor arbitrator, Chicago. 

Today the chief executive summoned 
George A. Sloan, head of the cotton 
textile institute, to the White House 
and spent an hour with him reviewing 
the general textile situation. Later 
Sloan. who is also chairman of the 
textile code authority, issued a state- 
ment outlining industry's position.

CAVE BATS. 
Once upon a time there was a labo- 
ratory zoologist who was given a 
problem in the embryology of the bats. 


She was left to collect her own speci- 
mens and made an excellent job of 
it. She did so well, as a matter of 
fact, that the study of the bats in 
the caves near the university began 
to become preponderantly interesting 
and the embryological problem fell 
back into the secondary place. She 
is now publishing d regular series of 
papers on the variations of cave-bat 
populations, extremely valuable to 
American mammalogy. I relate this 
mainly for the benefit of my wife, 
who has been casting hér eyes at the 
histological - anatomical - embryological 
section of the Carter zoological library. 
You may deny the fascination of ver- 
tebrate field work for a while, but 
in the end justice will triumph and 
you will return to the fold, even 
though the attractions of microtome, 
microscope and staining jars now are 
most powerful. 

Just between you and me, I believe 
she’s kidding. 

Wait until we begin to get into 
the bat caves in north Georgia. That 
is the place to collect bats. Jere 
they are to be found hanging topsy- 


their wings wrapped carefully about 
them—furled, I should say, in defer- 
ence to the yachting lingo now becom- 
ing prevalent. Just go in the cave 
and fire a light charge of shot into 
the mass of bats hanging thusly and 
you will get enough specimens of that 
species aud sex to keep you busy pre- 
paring specimens for some time. Then 
go on to another cluster and repeat 
— operation, keeping each set sepa- 
rate. 

In this cave roosting there is a 
peculiar habit shown, which is the 
segregation of bats according to sex 
and species. That is to say, the males 
of the little brown bat will be found 
in one place, while the females of 
the species will be found in another. 
. I don't know. 

ere are some caverns, of course, 
which have become extremely valuable 
as sources of guano. For many years 
—centuries, perhaps—bats have used 
ese caves as roosts, and their ac- 
cumulated droppings make an _ excel- 
lent fertilizer; being rich in nitrogen. 
Thus bats have an economic value be- 
yond their splendid habits of eating 
insects. 

Research on Georgia bats is being 
undertaken now by a promising young 
man and I believe we can expect a 
good report on the bat caves in an- 


turvy from the roof of the cave, with

VOLUNTARY RELIEF AID 
IS URGED BY HOOVER 

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 27,—/) 
Voluntary assistance to the needy of 
the nation by the more fortunate, as 
distinguished from general govern- 
mental aid, was urged by Herbert Hoo- 
ver today in addresses launching Port- 
land’s annual Community Chest expo- 
sition, 

From a speech at Masonic temple 
at which he received a vigorous ova- 
tion, an incidental appearance at the 
civic auditorium where other thou- 
sands cheered him, the former presi- 
dent left by train for his home at 
Palo Alto. He spent part of his youth 
in this district and remarked today:

Hoover declared, should go to volun- 
tary relief agencies. He observed that 
“kindly radiance of sympathy and en- 
couragement which. goes with volun- 
tary efforts cannot reproduced by 
bureaucrats.” 

He mentioned this as one of the 
“truths” that “might be worth ob- 
serving,” in these days “when there 
are vast agitations to have the gov- 
ernment assume all these responsibili- 
ies.” 

“We have needed every agency in 
the disaster of the past five years, 
he said, “and I know of no greater 
evidence of the growing idealism of 


this period. The twenty-odd million 
families who have had employment 
bave with manly courage and wom- 
anly sympath, taken the burden of 
support of that 4,000,000 families 
whose bread winners have been ren- 
dered idle for no fault of their own.’ 
He mentioned that statisties for each 
six months since 1930 show a steady 
decrease in illness and in adult and 
infant mortality, and that there has 
been no general sickness or death from 
hunger or cold. 

This. the ex-president concluded, 
“is complete proof that the people as 
a whole; ut all times since the de- 
pression began, have been organized 
and better looked after than even 
when the nation was without economic 


anxieties.”

To see them run 
you would say that they looked. as 
though they were going to fight; Ne 
matter what accident there may be, 
the Indians look upon it as the ehance 
of the game and have no ill will. 

“The side that wins takes whatever 
has been wagered on the game.’ 

The betting was high at times. and 
it might amount to jnst about all the 
movable goods which a tribe owned, 
Some contests lasted two or three 
days. with rest periods only for eating 
and sleeping.

MOSCOW, Sept. 27.—(#)—The s0- 
viet drive against the kulaks and 
other individual farmers was intensi- 
fied today by the promulgation of ad- 
ditional taxes which will increase the 
burden of taxation of these classes 
from 100 to 300 per cent for 1934. 
The taxes were ordered collected not 
later than December 15.

The kulaks, or rich: peasants, are 
to pay three times their normal tax, 
Peasants who fail to supply their al- 
lotted amount of grain to the state are 
to have this additional tax doubled.
